Merchandising: Chain store sales 
in January were over 12 per- 
cent higher in value than last 
year, grocery and combination 
store chains leading in gain 
with a rise of 19 percent .. .

Education: Enrolment of full-time 
university - grade students in

A’ wise policy on 
the part of the hospitals, no doubt, but an expensive one

In congratulating the people of Portage on being 
chosen for the location of the gigantic five-million-dollar 
plant which will be started this spring, we readily realize 
that the specialized agricultural production tied in with 
this industry will be an economic boon to Manitoba as a 
whole.

A new organization formed at Carman Saturday will be 
the first of its kind in Canada. The new group, which will 
be known as the Carman District Farm Business Association, 
will have among its aims more efficient farm management.

It was agreed that charter mem- 
bership in the new organization 
would be restricted to 75, and that 
total membership at any time 
should not exceed 100. Of those 
present at the meeting 53 were 
enrolled. The committee previously 
set up to promote formation of 
the association was asked to carry 
on until the required number have 
been signed up. 

Dr. J. C. Gilson, professor of ag- 
ricultural economics and farm 
management at the University of 
Manitoba, was on hand to assist 
$n final plans in the formation of 
the group. He stressed the in- 
creasing attention which farmers 
are devoting to the business side 
of their operations. He referred to 
the 1941 and 1951 census statis- 
tics to. point out the enormous 
growth in value of farm business 
in 10 years.

Immigration is certain to be an 
important determinant of Cana- 
dian growth and prosperity over 
the next 25 years. . 

This ‘is the considered view of 
the Royal Commission on Canada’s 
Economic Prospects. ‘Immi- 
grants,”. the Commission states in 
its preliminary report, “have made 
a decided contribution to the scale 
of economic development in Can- 
ada. This’ is true in aggregate 
terms because of the addition that 
immigrants have made to the 
available labor supply. It is equal- 
ly true in qualitative terms when 
one .considers not only the relative 
mobility of immigrants and their 
willingness to accept the types of 
work that are less attractive, but 
also when one thinks of the vari- 
ous skills and cultural accomplish- 
ments with which many immi- 
grants are helping to enrich our 
Canadian life. It is our firm belief 
that it is Canada’s interest to con- 
tinue to encourage people from 
other countries to emigrate here 
in order both to assist and partici- 
pate in the development of our 
country and also to contribute 
further variety to our social or- 
ganization and institutions.” 

The Government at Ottawa 
should not hesitate to.support both 
by ‘word and action the Gordon 
Commission’s recommendations on 
immigration—particulraly the rec- 
ommendation that immigration 
policy, instead of being piecemeal 
as in the past, should be continu- 
ous and long-term.

Canada’s new uranium industry looms as: a_ high- 
ranking enterprise among the country’s great minirg 
projects. 

The fact that this industry will employ some 12,000 
‘persons. with an annual payroll estimated at $60,000.000 
may surprise Canadians. Our uranium resources have 
been a military secret since uranium materials became 
important to atomic energy work following the. Second 
World War. 

Now that Canada’s vast uranium reserves have been 
made public, there are indications. that. the uranium min- 
ing industry eventually will stand second only to gold, 
mining, which in 1955 employed some 18,032 persons 
with a $63,961,744 payroll. : 

This ‘year, Canada is expected to produce its first 
uranium metal, from the crown-owned Eldorado Mining 
and Refining Ltd. plant at Port Hope, Ont. 
~ So far, uranium. mining has beep concentrated in 
northern areas -of Ontario and Saskatchewan and the 
Northwest Territories. But Canada’s uranium reserves have 
been hardly touched. 

The reserves are estimated at 225,000,000 tons. The 
uranium content of this ore is some 237,000 tons, which 
means Canada has enough uranium to meet domestic re- 
quirements for the next two decades. -

Soviet’s food production plans 


Between 1955 and 1960 the USSR proposes to increase production 
of meat by 100 percent, of milk by 95 percent, eggs by 154 percent 
and wool by 82 percent, states a report from the Food and Agriculture 
Organization of the United Nations at Rome. 

The Soviet government, says FAO, plans to bring about this in- 
creased production through such measures as changes in agricultural 
planning, increased mechanization and greater state investment in 
agriculture. More authority will be given the federated republics and 
local administrations. State investment in agriculture will be increased 
from 13,000 million rubles per year under the fifth fiveyear plan, 
1951-55, to 24,000 million rubles per year during the sixth five-year 
plan, 1956-60, the increase to be earmarked exclusively for the State's 
machine and tractor stations, the State farms (as distinct from col- 
lective farms) and for produce-collecting services, 

’ Tractor production is to be increased. to 322,000 annually in 1960 
from 163,500 in 1955; combines to 140,000. from 48,000; windrowers 
to 50,000 from 2,500 and other agricultural machinery by 62 percent. 
In addition over the five-year period 250,000 corn pickers are to be 
made available, 

The FAO review says the cultivated area in the Soviet Union 
increased between 1953 and 1955 by about 29 million hectares (about 
71 million acres) with about 20 million hectares sown to grain for 
livestock, \ ' 

Surveying the history of Soviet agriculture since the war, FAO 
concludes that agricultural production had reached prewar levels for 
some branches by 1948, even passing those levels for grain and cattle, 
but the quotas for the fourth five-year plan could not be met in 1950. 
In 1952, a year in which weather was unusually favorable for agri- 
culture, production was only 10 percent higher than in 1950.. Indus- 
trial production increased by 123 percent over the same period. ~~ 

Soviet stock-raising, hard hit by the war, recovered fairly rapidly 
between 1945-and 1948 but then expansion slowed down and by the 
end of 1952 livestock population was actually down 4 percent from 
1951, As one result the sixth five-year plan did not set any figures of 
stock population for 1960 but merely called for considerable expansion 
of stock-raising on the State and collective farms.

Bylaw 455 


A Bylaw of the Municipal District of Wainwright No. 
61 to limit the operation of Trucks, trailers :and traction en- 
gines on all public roads, highways, streets, and lanes inthe 
Municipal District of Wainwright No. 61. 


Under the Provisions of the Municipal Districts Act 
1954 the control of all public roads, highways, streets and 
lanes within the said Municipal District is vested in the 
Municipal District of Wainwright No. 6] and there is a duty 
on the Municipal District to repair the said roads. . 
AND WHEREAS 

Under the Provisions of the Public Services Vehicles 
_Act the Council may prohibit the use of any district road, 
“local road, or portion thereof by any truck trailer, or trac- 

‘tion engine and the said Public Services Vehicles Act and. 
the Highways Traffic Board do not provide for the control 
as contemplated in this Bylaw. 


THEREFORE 

The Council of the Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 enacts as follows: The term “truck” shall include all 
trucks with a rated capacity of one ton or more and the term 
“tractor” shall include traction engines operated on wheel 
and.also such motor vehicles as run ion ‘tracts, ‘ 


No person shall operate any truck, trailer, or tractor on 
any district road, local road or portion thereof without per~ 
mission of the Councillor in the division in which the ve- 
hicle is operating during any rain storm or during a rainy 
season or at any: time when the said vehicle breaks through. 
the surface of the roadway or causes rutting. or breaks 
chunks of road materials from the road bed. 

_ Any person or persons who axe deci exbiy kia beens 
of this Bylaw shall be guilty of an offence, and and_tishie on 
summary conviction for a first offence to a penalty of not 
more than twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and costs, for a second 
offence to a penalty of not more than Fifty ($50.00) dollars 

and costs, for a third or subsequent ce to a penalty of 
| not more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars and costs.
